PARIS, ‘CDN)—An agonized ap- 
peal for mercy on behalf of ruined 
dismembered Romania has been ad- 
dressed to the president and all de- 
legations attending the Paris con- 
ference 

The plea is in the form of a 
memorial written by a group cf 
Romanian patriots living in exil 
including Grigore Gafencu, former 
Romanian foreign minister. There- 
fore, it is free from the restraint 
imposed on the present members of 
the Romanian government by 
Russia. 

These patriots picture clearly the 
effects of the proposed peace freat; 
with Romania, now before the 
Paris conference, which will reduce 
that country not only to economic 
ruin but to the status of a serv'le 
State.

Invalidates Treaty 

The main indictment proves that 
the treaty now proposed by the 
four major powers invalidates the | 
original armistice between Romania 
and the United Nations, signed at 
Moscow Sept. 12, 1944 Article I of 
that armistice states that Russian 
trcops would enter Romanian ter- 
ritory with the aim of restoring 
Romania’s independence and 
sovereignty The peace treaty 
should, according to the memorial 
establish the principle of Romania's 
independence and embody measures 
to enforce this aim with free elec- 
tions, and, above all, an immediate 
end to military occupation 

In September 1944, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Viacheslay M 
Molotoy stated in the presence of 
the United States and British am- 
bassadors that Soviet troops would 
leave Romania immediately after 
the war ended with Germany and 
Hungary 

Today, more than a year after 
hostilities ceased, approximately 
890,000 Soviet troops still are on 
Romania’s ‘soil, wholly at the ex- 
pense of the Romanian people 

Vast Amounts to Russia 

Also, reliable estimates show that 
Romania in the past 12 months has 
paid to Russia the equivalent of 
$610,000.000 or more than twelve! 
times the amount of $50,000,000 
specified im the armistice terms. | 
The cost of maintaining Russia's 
immense military forces has 


amounted to $219,000,000 It is | 
further estimated that looting, re- 
quisitions and confiscations by 


Russia have amounted to $256,000,- | 
090. On top of this thorough sack- 
ing of Romanian wealth Russia 
also demanded that all destruction 
caused by Romania on Soviet ter- 
ritory be raprnees: 

The peac treaty then adds the 
finel piece of extortion by demand- 
ing that Romania pay $300, 000 ,09C 
based on the gold value of the do l- 
lar, in sex years This will mean 
that Romania must give Russia the 
equivalent of $99,000,000 annualls 
or 87 percent of the total value of 
its exports during the year 1938 

The memorandum asks that a 
commission, composed of the United 
Nations ministers in Romania be 
established to fix the amounts it 
must pay. 

Economic Independence Gone 

Another indictment of Russia's 
attempt to absorb Romania 1s con- 
tained in a paragraph devoted to 
curious mixed Romanian-Soviet 
societies known as “Sovrom.” 
Through this device, Romania has 
been forced to surrender the econo- 
mic independence to Russia Both 
nations share in these societies, on 
the basis of 50 percent to each, but 
Romania must provide 99 percent 
of the asset The “Sovrom” 
oeieties are intended to control all 
of Romania's busins 

Unless the peace treaty embodi 
clauses preventing the extension of 
“Sovrom,” Russia will rule Romania
